Interview Summary Dated August 13, 2003 

A telephonic interview between Examiner Rita Mitra (RM), Attorney Andrew Nilles 
(AN), and Primary Examiner Karen Carlson (KC). 

AN raised a question about not entering claims 103 and 104 in the previous office action. 
In response RM pointed out that original elected claims encompass El A protein only, not ElB 
protein. AN said that independent claims 1 and 6 included that eukaryotic cell have a nucleic acid 
sequence encoding at least one adenoviral El protein, therefore, these claims may include any El 
protein including El A and ElB. It was decided that claims 103 and 104 would be entered. 

Regarding claims 77-86 rejections under 112, first paragraph was discussed and it was 
agreed upon to consider a withdrawal because Influenza virus is well known in the art. 

Regarding claims 1 and 77-86 rejection KC suggested a change in the language of the 
claims 1 and 6. 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 7, 1 1, 13, 14, 73-76 and 96 rejection under 102 was also discussed and 
agreed that it would be considered after receiving the amendment and response. 

KC pointed out at page 62, line 2 the Genebank accession NO and suggested to provide 
the SEQ ID NOs to the sequence.
